Tradition  relates  a  very  unusual  coincidence  in  the  history 
of  the  Brann  family,  that  of  seven  brothers  of  the  family,  v:ho 
served  during  the  Revolutionary  War,  and  after  its  duration, 
returning  to  their  homes  and  families .  Descendants  also  relate 
that  after  the  war ,  that  three  or  four  of  them  remained  in  Vir¬ 
ginia  and  the  others  went  west ,  presumably.  Some  of  then  were 
thought  to  have  settled  in  Kentucky.  Even  today  you  will  find 
descendants  of  this  early  colonial  family  with,  the  name  spell¬ 
ed  Bran,  Brann  or  Braun  and  possibly  Brand  in  almost  every  sta¬ 
te*  It  is  an  old  English  name  and  the  early  settlers  of  that 
name  in  Virginia  came  from  England  prior  to  the  Revolution, 

The  Nicholas  Brann  family  of  West  Mourland  Co.,  Va,  were 
ship  carpenters  and  from  letters  of  other  relatives  relatively 
to  this  family,  his  sons  and  grandsons  followed  that  trade.  He 
was  one  of  the  brothers  who  served  during  the  revolutionary 
war,  later  he  married  and  is  presumed  to  have  died  shortly  be¬ 
fore  1800,  Whom  he  married  is  not  known  at  the  present  time.

RICHARD  BRANN  was  born  October  12,1780  at  "West  Mourland  Co., 
Virginia ,  the  son  of  Nicholas  Brann.  He  wes  married  November  6, 
1605  at  Yv'estmourland  Co.,Ya.,  to  Jane  Curk  (later  spelled  Kirk). 
She  was  born  August  10,1764-5  and  died  August  16,  1650,  presum¬ 
ably  at  Franklin  Co.,  Indiana.  Richard  Brann  was  a  shif)  carpen¬ 
ter'  by  trade  and  he  is  supposed  to  have  served  in  the  war  of 
1612.  He  and  his  family  left  Y<est  Mourland  county  and  settled 
at  Butler  County, Ohio  end  lived  there  until  ±843  when  they  mov¬ 
ed  to  Franklin  county, Indiana  v.rhere  he  and  his  son, John,  owned 
adjoining  farms  and  where  he  died  March  28,  1654.

Note;  In  the  early  days  it  was  the  custom  to  name  ones  child¬ 
ren  after  other  relatives  in  the  family,  so  it  could  be  pres¬ 
umed  that  the  names  of  the  children  of  Richard  Brann  might  be 
the  same  as  some  of  his  brothers  and  sisters  of  which  we  have 
no  record  to  date. 

JOHN  BRANN  was  the  eldest  son  of  Richard  and  Jane  Curk-Brann. 
He  came  with  his  parents  from  Virginia  to  Ohio  and  was  married 
first  to  Hannah  Appelton  on  November  19,1829  at  Hamilton, Butler 
Co.,  Ohio.  She  was  born  September  16,1812  and  died  in  1833.  To 
date,  no  record  of  anpr  of  their  descendants  have  been  found. 

John  Brann  was  married  2nd  on  March  16,1834  at  Brookville , Fran¬ 
klin  Co., Indiana  to  Idah  Simonson.  She  was  born  January  10,16- 
15  at  Somerset  Co.  ,N. Jersey.  She  died  December  5,1866  at  Doug¬ 
las  Co., Ill.,  and  is  buried  in  the  Lewis  cemetery  near  Tuscola. 
The  inscription  on  her  stone  is:  Idah  Brann  d.Dec.5,I866-5Iyrs.

Little  is  known  of  the  Simonson  lineage  to  date, but  from  the 
name  of  their  2nd  son,  -it  is  believed  that  either  the  Brann1 s  or 
the  Simonson*  s  are  connected  with  the  Vorhees  or  Yoorhees  line. 

In  the  history  of  Franklin  county, Indiana  there  is  a  Willi— - 
am  Simonson  Jr.  who  was  born  May  22,1845  Posey  twp.,  Franklin 
Co.,Ind.,the  son  of  William  and  Eliz.Eite-Simonson.  It  states 
that  his  parents  were  bora  at  Rockbridge, Co.  ,Ya. ,  and  later  moved 
to  New  Jersey, hence  to  Cinn.,0hio.  Later  they  settled  near  Har¬ 
rison,  Ohio.  Yda. Simonson  Jr  had  a  son  Israel,  who  lived  at  Bra¬ 
zil, Indiana.  It  is  possible  that  this  YTilliam  Simonson  Sr.  cou¬ 
ld  be  a  brother  of  Idah  Simonson-Brann.  She  is  also  believed  to 
have  had  a  brother ,AAron  Simonson. 

John  Brann  and  his  family  lived  in  Butler  Co., Ohio  until  18- 
43  when  they  moved  to  Franklin  county  Indiana  and  where  he  lost 
his  leg  in  1845  when  he  get  his  leg  caught  in  the  cogs  of  a 
horse  power  threshing  machine.  They  lived  for  awhile  in  Putman 
and  Clay  county,  Indiana.  The  third  wife  of  John  Brann  was  Sus¬ 
an  Marquis,  a  wi dow. 

Shortly  after  the  Civil  Yfer  the  family  moved  to  Douglas  Co., 
Illinois  and  settled  about  seven  miles  northwest  of  Tuscola 
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where  lie  died  JaE. 16, 1876  ana  is  interred,  by  the  side  or  Ms  2 
nd  wife,  Idah  Simonson-Brann  in  the  Levels  cemetery.

RICHARD  WILLIAM  BRAKE  was  the  oldest  son  of  John  and  Idah  Si- 
monson-Brann.  He  died  November  17,1923  at  Mound  City, Kansas  and 
is  buried  in  the  Woo  diawn  cemetery  there.  Ee  was  married  on  the 
51st  of  May  1665  at  Greenville ,111. ,  to  Martha  Ann  Euntsinger. 
She  was  bora  Feb. I, 1840  in  Indiana,  the  daughter  of  John  and  Ke- 
ziah  Petit-Hunt singer.

Richard  William  Brann ,  eldest  son  of  John  and  Idah  Brann 
was  born  in  Butler  Co. , Ohio, April  22,1835.  He  came  with 
his  parents  to  Franklin  Co.,  Ind.,  eight  years  later.  His 
father  lost  his  leg  and  health  when  Richard  was  ten  years 
old,  and  from  that  time  Richard  had  charge  of  the  work 
on  the  farm,  directing  the  activities  of  his  brothers .He 
spent  two  years  in  Asbury  University, now  DuPauw,  at  Green 
castle, Ind.  Then  he . taught  school.  He  enlisted  in  the  Un¬ 
ion  service  soon  after  the  beginning  of  the  Civil  War  and 
served  more  than  three  years  in  Co .1 , 21st  Indiana  Volunt¬ 
eers  and  First  Indiana  Heavy  Artiliary  (Sgt).  After  the 
war  vj&s  over, May  31,1865  he  and  Martha  A .Euntsinger  were 
married  at  Greenville ,111.  They  lived  until  1872  in  Doug¬ 
las  county, Ill.,  when  they  moved  to  Clarke  county,  Iowa, 
where  they  lived  five  years.  They  came  to  Linn  county,  in 
1877  and  have  lived  in  this  county  ever  since.  Until  fif¬ 
ty  years  of  age  he  taught  school  in  the  winter  and  farmed 
in  the  summer.  In  1884  while  living  near  Prescott,  lie  was 
elected  Probate  Judge  of  Linn  county  and  was  re-elected 


two  years  later,  serving  four  years.  He  moved  to  a  fa¬ 
rm  near  Weseley  Chapel  in  1690  and  lived  there  until 
1906,  when  he  moved  to  Hound  City.  He  was  a  member  of 
the  Methodist  Fpicopal  church  from  his  early  manhood 
•  and  was  active  in  Sunday  School  end  church  work  for 
many  years.  He  was  of  positive  convictions  and  took 
his  stand  unequivocally  on  the  side  he  believed  right. 

He  was  a  member  of  the  Royal  Arch  Easons.  They  were 
the  parents  of  four  children  -  Carl  Erann  of  Mound 
City;  Mrs  Augusta  Case  of  Tulsa,  Okla.;  Fletcher  R. 

Braun  who  died  in  1909;  Mrs  Kellie  C. Martin,  of  Des  M 
oinesjlowa.  Mr.  Braun  passed  away  at  Mount  City,  Nov¬ 
ember  17,1923.  The  wife,  three  children,  eleven  grand 
childrena  and  one  great  grand  child  survive  him.
